N Administration bill provid- 

ing for federal* reguiation of 

the oil-rich tidelands was sent 
yesterday. 

The proposed legislation is cer- 
tain to run into opposition from 
members of Congress who contend 
the states should have title to the 
submerged lands off their coasts. 

The Secre of the. Interior 
would be orized to grant 
leases to the highest bidders. The 
amount of land that could be 
leased to one person or at one 
time would be limited. The Gov- 
ernment would get 12% per cent 
royalty on oil and gas production. 
It does not attempt to say how 
the Government's income should 
be divided. 

The legislation provides for issu- 
ance of leases by the Federal Gov- 
ernment in exchange for oi] and 
gas leases issued by states prior 
to June 23, 1947. 

The Supreme Court ruled in 1947 
that the Federal Government has 
“paramount rights” in the land 
three miles off shore from Cali- 
fornia. Similar cases affecting 
submerged coastal lands in the 
Gulf of Mexico now are pending 
before the Supreme Court. 


Bills have been introduced in 
the present Congress both to vest 
title to the tidelands in the states 
and to clinch title for the Federal 
Government. In the past President 
Truman has vetoed legislation to 
turn the property over to the 
states. He has promised to do so 
again if necessary. 

The Administration bill was sent 
to Congress by Secretary of the 
Interior Krug, Secretary of De- 
fense Forrestal and Attorney Gen- 
eral Clark with a letter recom- 
mending its passage. 

A similar bill offered last year 
by Vice President Barkley, then 
a Senator, proposed that 37% per 
cent of the royalty fund be allot- 
ted to the states from whose tide- 
lands the oil or gas is drawn, 52% 
per cent to the reclamation fund 
for the 17 western reclamation 
states and 10 per cent to the gen- 
eral treasury.

HE emotionally supercharged committee hearings on a new 
“cooling-off period” yesterday when the 
Senate Labor Committee devoted most of its day and night 


session to hearing William H. Davis. 


Davis, chairman of the old War 
Labor Board, and a man who has 
given many of his 71 years to 
serving the Government in labor 
relations matters, was calm, philo- 
sophica' and free from special in- 


terest pressures. His demeanor 
as a witness was in sharp contrast 
with that of others who have been 
moved by prejudices, passions and 
political considerations. To a con- 
siderable extent his appearance 
served also to suppress these qual- 
ities in so far as they have been 
manifested by committee mem- 
bers, as well as by witnesses. 

Addressing himself to the prob- 
lem of strikes which would cre- 
ate national emergencies, Davis 
found fault both with the Taft- 
Hartley Act now on the books and 
the Administration’s proposed 
method of dealing with them. It 
was a pretense, he said, that either 
safeguarded the American public. 
Ultimate Mean» of Compulsion, 

Characterized by Senator Morse, 
a Republican member of the com- 
mittee who served with him on 
the War Labor Board, as possibly 
the best qualified witness in the 
country the committee could hear 
on labor law, Davis pleaded for 
voluntary, rather than compulsory, 
procedures in settling labor dis- 
putes, but in the end, he said, 
there had to be a means of com- 
pulsion if the country could not 
be protected in any other way. 

To provide that ultimate com- 
pulsion, which he said might not 
have to be used more than once 
in a generation, so long as the 
power to call it into action exist- 
ed, Davis proposed: 

That for six months Congress 
“take a chance” in accepting the 
Truman recommendation for 30- 
day cooling off periods, leaving 
the settlement of strikes to col- 
lective bargaining. He pointed 
out that Congress would be in 
session during that time and 
could take further action if an 
emergency arose. 

That within this period a study 
be made of how to define in the 
law the President's power to pro- 
tect the people against national 
emergency strikes. 

In the meantime, Davis would 


rely on the inherent powers of 
the President to protect the peo- 
ple. 

“Heating-up Periods.” 

All that the Taft-Hartley Act 
80-day injunctions provide, Davis 
said, is temporary protection, and 
to the extent that they protect 
the country from national emer- 
gency strikes “the protection, like 
Tom Sawyer’s death, is tempo- 
rary.” 

He likened these 80-day injunc- 
tions to cooling-off periods en- 
fomced by law, but said they were 
likely to prove in fact to be heat- 
ing-up periods. All experience has 
shown, he said, that no court 
compulsion is necessary to obtain 
cooling-off periods. He mentioned 
that the Railway Labor Act calls 
for them, and said his studies of 
American labor and the labor 
movements of America and Eng- 
land showed that labor was will- 
ing to accept them without com- 
pulsion. 

Davis, a patent lawyer by pro- 
fession, was a member of a com- 
mission named by President 
Roosevelt in 1938 to study the la- 
bor legislation of England and 
Sweden. Going on from his pre- 
mise that the injunctions were 
not necessary to obtain cooling- 
off periods, Davis said: 


“The other question is what you 


are going to do when there is a 


real emergency?” He stressed 
the word “real.” “I don’t think 
that is a legal question; I think 
it is a political question. 

“The President will act to save 
the country. He always has, and 
he always will. My theory is that 
the President's powers are ade- 
quate. They can be presumed to 
be equal to his constitutional re- 
sponsibility.” 

Urges Law Specifying Power. 

So far Davis seemed to be sup- 
porting the Administration argu- 
ment that the President has in- 
herent powers to take whatever 
action may be needed to protect 
the country in a strike or other 
national emergency. But he went 
on to modify this impression 
adding:

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The Committee on Loan Rates 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In an editorial of Jan. 17, you (1) in- 
quire why the Committee for Fair Lend- 
ing Legislation proposed rates “up” to 
24 per cent, (2) infer, as the “friendli- 
est” answer (other perhaps more sinis- 
ter explanations are graciously left un- 
said), that the committee felt such rates 
were the lowest which the loan lobby 
would permit to become law, and (3) 
assert that the committee miembers 
should have “qualms” for sacrificing 
truth for political expedience. 


The editorial implies that the suggest- 
ed rates are immoderately high. Indeed, 
it states that the committee report can 
“be used to push for rates almost as 
high as the loan lobby has asked for.” 

Actually, the charges proposed by the 
committee are much less than the loan 
lobby seeks. The Cruce-Snyder bill, 
which has the support of the loan com- 
panies, would permit 50 per cent more 
interest, in the case of a small loan of 
average size (i.e. a loan of about $250). 
On a loan of $400, it would permit 
charges 64 per cent greater than those 
recommended by the committee.

Moreover, interest permitted under the 
old small loan law (which is fairly typi- 
cal of existing legislation in other states) 
would exceed that proposed by the com- 
mittee by 50 per cent, 63 per cent, and 
73 per cent, in the case of loans of $100, 
$200 and $300, respectively.

We think the men of the Merchant Marine 
who served in the war are getting a raw déal 
from the Government. Moreover, we think the 
Government is giving itself a raw deal in its 


treatment of these men. These sailors, if they 
are between 19 and 26, are subject to the draft 


under the present law, instead of being exempt 
as are other veterans. If a crisis should arise 
and the Government needed to reconstitute its 
Merchant Marine on a wartime basis, its drafted 
sailors could not be recalled for duty where 
their experience counts. 

Many men entered the Merchant Marine at 
the urgent request of the Government. It was a 
dangerous service. All told, 1554 merchant ships 
were reported lost and 6066 seamen dead, miss- 
ing or captured. These ships not only sailed 
through submarine-infested seas, but were sub- 
ject to bombing attack. One Liberty ship, on 

Archangel run, endured several hundred 
bing sorties on one voyage. 

It is argued that high pay and bonuses com- 
pensated the sailors for the danger they in- 
curred. A study by the War Shipping Admin- 
istration, quoted by the Baltimore Evening Sun, 
helps to answer this argument. It compared 
Navy pay to armed guards on merchant ships 
with men of the Merchant Marine. 

A Navy man in the armed guard, married and 
with two children, was paid from $157.20 to 
$193.20 a month. Ordinary seamen in the Mer- 
chant Marine got $197.50 and able-bodied sea- 
men $231.25. This latter pay was subject to in- 


come tax and, moreover, the men were estimated 


to receive pay for only 10 months a year. They 
received no pay for time off on the beach. 


To quote: “Using as example four men, each 
have a wife and two children, the annual aver- 
age income of the ordinary seaman was $1897.70, 
as compared with $1886.40 for a first-class sea- 
man in the Navy—a difference of $11.30. An 
A.B.’s annual pay, less income tax, was put at 
$2185, only $293 more than the $1892 paid a 
Navy coxswain.” 

Merchant Marine personnel have been denied 
the many advantages of the GI Bill of Rights. 
They cannot enter veterans’ hospitals; they are 
denied the educational benefits accorded Gls; 
they cannot enjoy the Government guarantee of 
loans given to GIs. They are a class apart, even 
from veterans who never served overseas or en- 
dangered their lives in any way. 

Surely, here is an injustice that Congress 
should remedy for the sake of the men and for 
the sake of the country. The Merchant Marine 
personnel should not be subject to the draft; 
instead, the Government should keep their skills 
freely available in case they are needed once 
again. ’

THE FORTUNATE ISLANDS, by Walter Karig. (Rine- 
hart & Co., 226 Pages, $3.75.) 


The author has wisely accompanied the 
text of this book with a gallery of excel- 


lent photographs, adding to the appeal of 


a tome which otherwise might have been 
of little general interest. Micronesia, to 
which the author has given the name of 
The Fortunate Islands, is a widely scat- 
tered group of islets and atolls in the 
South Pacific located about 4000 miles 
southwest of San Francisco and 1000 miles 
south of Japan. Covering an ocean area 
about the size of the United States, the 
land area is.no greater than Rhode Island. 
The United States came in possession of 
the islands by way of a trusteeship granted 
by the United Nations.

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Neglected Churchyard 


Where Many Pioneers 
Lie in Eternal Sleep 


By Leonard Hall 


HEN I was just a shaver the old Presby- 

terian burying ground at Potosi had not 

yet begun to appear with regularity in the 

headlines of the metropolitan press. It was a 

place where, on a moonlit summer night, a 

young fellow might whistle loudly and break

again? In broad daylight there was nothing 
scary about the old graveyard. It was just 
a place where ones forebears rested quietly 
under the big elms; where now and again a 
youngster, dressed up as if it were Sunday, saw 
someone laid to rest and perhaps pondered 
briefly the mystery of life and death before go- 


ing again to play. 
=x * * 


I KNEW the burying ground well, for it lay 
at the foot of the street where my great-uncle, 
Doctor Jimmy Hall, lived. His house was one 
of the oldest in a town which in those days 
had many old houses; and it is still, to my mind, 
one of the finest examples of early and indig- 
enous Missouri architecture that I know. I 
was often there, for Uncle Jimmy and Aunt 
Mame and Cousin Callie were favorites of mine 
—and always had a well-filled cookie jar, be- 
sides. Often, on the way home, I'd wander 
through the old cemetery to read the names 
and dates on the beautifully lettered thin mark- 
ers of native limestone. There must have been 
a stone-cutter in Potosi in the early days who 
had served his apprenticeship back in England, 
for that lettering is as fine as any type face 
we use in printing today. As for the concrete 
slab which covered the bones of Moses Austin, 
who was just another early settler, it seemed 
somewhat out of place there.

FROM ALL I’ve ever been able to find out, 
there’s a good deal of doubt about those bones 
being there at all. One tale has to do with the 
cherry tree which took root at the head of 
the grave and finally allowed the weather to 
get at the old pioneer’s remains, as was told 
in the Post-Dispatch recently. But there is an- 
other story which seems to me a more likely 
one, Austin’s later years as a mining entre- 
preneur were troubled by much litigation over 
mining claims—some of it with a fabulous char- 
acter known as John Smith T. The T.“ said 
this truculent fellow, was to distinguish him 
from ordinary John Smiths; a point he was al- 
ways Willing to argue with a pair of derringer 
pistols that were his constant companions. 
When the depression following the Napoleonic 
Wars finally bankrupted him, Austin and his son 
Stephen planned to recoup their fortunes by 
founding a colony in Texas—a project which 
Stephen eventually carried qut. They made the 
long trip to Texas on horseback, but on the 
way home the old man fell ill and did not live 
to see his colony established. He did not die 
at Durham Hall, his home in Potosi, nor—so 
the story goes—was he buried originally in 
Potosi: but near the home of a son-in-law, 
James Bryan, who lived not far away. This 
may have been out toward the old Palmer set- 
tlement which is said to have been the scene 
of some of Austin’s last lead-smelting cperations. 
When it was finally decided to move his re- 
mains to the old Presbyterian burying ground, 
nothing was found to bury except a few pewter 
buttons which were interred accordingly. Nor 
is this entirely unfitting, for Moses Austin had 
started out his career as a pewtersmith in far- 
away Connecticut.
